CAN DODGE GAME LAWS 
THROUGH PARCEL POST 


Postoffice Department Can’t 
Discriminate Against Accept- 
ance of Packages 


(By Associated Press.) 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Evasion of 
the game laws through the agency of 
parcel post now is possible, for Postmas- 
ter General Burleson today replied to 
the interrogation of indignant officials 
of several states that congress had 
placed no restrictions on the department 
as to the acceptance of game. This con- 
dition state game wardens fear, will 
nullify in great measure the state laws 
framed for the protection of wild life. 

The postmaster general pointed out 
that under the law the postoffice depart- 
ment could not discriminate in the ac- 
ceptance of packages that conformed 
with the department’s regulations. Post- 
masters therefore were compelled, he 
said, to accept game for shipment when 
the regulations were observed. 

“This does not. however.’ he add- 
ed, “operate against the right of any 
state official to proceed under such state 
laws against parties violating them, ex- 
cept that the officers of the department 
in the discharge of their official duties 
as required by law and the regulations

An Act of Plain Justice. 


By interpretation of the laws, the Georgia supreme 
court has upheld the railroad mileage shall be 
“pulled” on the railroads of this state. The court's 
decision reverses the Atlanta judge who granted an 
injunction to the railroads. It holds that the commis- 
sion had the statutory authority to issue the order, 
that the order did not violate the fourteenth amend- 
ment of the federal constitution, that it did not vio- 
late the due process of law clause of the state con- 
stitution, and that the state has power to regulate 
carriers who issue voluntarily transportation at rates 
lower than the maximum fixed by law. 

This decision is but an act of plain justice. The 
penalization which the railroads sought to place upon 
all holders of mileage books by requiring them to ex- 
change mileage tickets at ticket windows instead of 
for transportation on trains, may not haye been in- 
tended as such and may have been designed solely 
to serve the greater convenience of the carriers them- 
selves. Yet it did work a pronounced hardship upon 
the class of travelers who were the most liberal pur- 
chasers of mileage books—the traveling salesmen. 
The argument that they were entitled to more con- 
sideration was used with little effect in these pett- 
tions to the railroads which preceded action in other 
quarters. Notwithstanding that they were the busy 
emissaries of trade which brought freight and revy- 
enue to the transportation companies, their appeals 
Then the legislature enacted a law 
compelling them to continue their old practice of 
pulling mileage on trains, and Governor Joseph M. 
Brown saw fit That led to the commis- 
sion’s order, which the supreme court now upholds.

BEE PRODUCTS 
By Frederic J. Haskin 


Last year a bee keeper in Phoenix, Ariz, shipped 
three full carloads of honey from an apiary including 
about 600 hives. Another man, whdé only makes bee 
keeping a side issue in connection with othet farm 
work, has for several years been shipping two car- 
loads of honey from about 500 hives. Between thirty 
and forty carloads of honey are shipped from the vi- 
cinity of Phoenix annually, ranging in value from $1.- 
600 to $3,000 per car. The yield from California ts 
even larger, and other states also are producing honey 
in carload lots. Such quantities as these make it 
easy for the reader to see how the aggregate $25,000,~ 
000 honey production of the country is secured. The 
value of the beeswax amounts to nearly $3,000,000 
more. In addition to these two products the bee pro- 
duces a substance known as propolis, a glue-like mate- 
rial with which they seal up the cracks and crevices 
of the hive before veginning to build cells. Propolis 
is in great demand for applying gold leaf to picture 
frames and other articles, but as yet no means has 


been found for securing it in large commercial quan- 
tities. 


The patient inaustry which enables the bee to 
amass such large stores has made her the subject of 
scientific study for centuries. Yet. the full measure 
of her activities are not understood even now. Maeter- 
linck tells us that Aristemachus, an ancient Greek, 
studied the bee for fifty-eight years and considered 
the time well spent. Since then the bee has been the 
subject of study in every age, but the principles of the 
hive organization and its feminine government were 
only discovered by the Dutch savant, Swammerdam, 
in the seventeenth century. The bee hive is the finest 
example of feminine dominion in the world. 
Fares 


The males are drones and are only useful for re- 
préduction. They perform none of the work of the 
hive and have no privileges or rights in its govern- 
ments. From them the young queen selects her mate 
for nuptial flight and the remainder are of no value to 
the tribe. The nuptial flight of the queen is the most 
important event in the life of a bee colony. When a 
young queen is first hatched she is not fully accepted 
a8 sovereign, although she is treated with respect. 
To qualify herself for her royal mission of reproduc- 
tion she must choose a mate for her flight out into the 
open air. She flies as high as her wings will bear her 
and then returns to the hive where she is kept a royal 
prisoner until the time comes for her to lead her tribe 
in swarm. The male selected as the mate in her flight 
dies as the result of the honor bestowed upon him. 
His brothers are speedily banished from the hive if 
not actually killed by the worker bees.

These worker bees are imperfectly developed fe- 
males. They may lay eggs but their eggs will produce 
only drones, and, :herefore, are valueless to the tribe. 
Consequently their energies are expended 1n other 
channels. ‘Their versatility is the marvel of all who 
realize it. They act as trained nurses in looking after 
the young larvae and caring for the queen herself. 
They are skilled chefs, preparing several different 
kinds of food. The queen is fqd entirely upon royal 
jelly. The food of the larvae ciffers according to their 
kind. The princess larvae have some royal jelly and 
some other food in addition. The workers are fed 
honey, pollen and a special kind of food called bee 
bread which only they know how to make. 
cee 


The builder bees construct the cells, taking the 
wax from the pockets in their own abdomens. The 
chemical composition of beeswax is still a puzzle. Its 
effect upon the human digestion is an unsettled ques- 
tion. Its supposed indigestibility is one of the argu- 
ments used in favor of the extracted honey. The comb 
honey is more attractive in appearance and has many 
adherents who believe that the wax helps rather than 
hinders digestion. 


The bees build their cells after a set pattern and 
yet are able to adapt the shape of their combs to the 
space at their command as is proved by their use of 
the wooden honey sections furnished them by men. 
A few years ago Dr. Wiley gave out the idea of arti- 
ficial honeycomb as a joke. The public, being well 
accustomed to food frauds, promptly gave it credence 
and, even within the last three months, reputable 
writers upon domestic economy have warned their 
readers against such adulteration. As a matter of 
fact, no such fraud ever has been perpetrated becaues 
the ingenuity of man has not yet been able to rival 
the skill of the bee. For years the American Bee 
Keepers’ association has had a standing offer of $1,000 
for a single artificial honeycomb and no attempt has 
even been made tg claim it. Consequently, the house- 
wife who buys her honey in the comb is absolutely 
certain of securing a pure food product. The ex- 
tracted honey, when bought from a reputable dealer, 
is almost as dependable, for the commereial bee keep- 
ers’ organizations have taken every precaution to guard 
against adulteration.

In addition to caring for the young, preparing the 
food, cleaning the hive and building the cells, the in- 
door duties of the workers include the ventilation of 
the hive. If it becomes too warm the young bees 
will die. So a force of bees is kept constantly at 
work fanning with their wings. So vigorously do these 
small wind raisers work that they sometimes produce 
a current of air sufficient to puff out a lighted match. 
The inside duties are apt to be performed by the 
younger bees. The outdoor tasks of gathering the 
honey and pollen come to the older workers. 

eee 


The sole duty of the queen is to lay eggs. She ful- 
fills this mission with a royal will, often depositing 
from 3,000 to 4,000 eggs a day, thereby taxing the 
resources of the building workers who have to sup- 
ply the cells in which they are to be placed. The 
cells are built in three distinct forms, adapted to the 
storage of honey and pollen and the shelter of the 
young bees. The cells for the royal bees or princesses 
are larger than for the workers or drones and the 
queen is usually able to deposit a royal egg in the 
cell prepared for it. If for any reason there should 
be a shortage of royal eggs, a worker egg. is trans- 
ferred into a royal cell and the larva is fed upon 
royal jelly. This substance cannot yet be analyzed 
by any scientist. It has the marvelous property of 
transforming a Pleblan into a royal personage who 
will be accepted by her hive. 


The swarming of. the bees is a subject upon which 
all bee keepers are concentrating their interest. Chief- 
ly because of the lack of ability to control them, mil- 
Mons ofedollars worth of bee swarms are lost to their 
owners each year. All of the wild bees of the country 
are lost swarms which have migrated from some farm- 
ers’ hives. Bees are not native to this country. They 
were brought here by the early settlers. The wild 
bees which occasionally yield such rich stores of 
sweets to their lucky captors are all wanderers from 
® former domesticity, as are the wild horses of the 
plains.

When the larvae of the hive begin to mature the 
Population becomes too numerous and the queen pre- 
Pares to lead her followers to a new abode. She is 
not likely to do this until she has laid the eggs to 
produce new queens. A few days before these mature 
she summons her forces and they go forth, leaving 
behind them all their stores of honey with a suffi- 
cient number of workers to care for the young queen 
and the brood and also the drones from which the new 
queen will select her mate. Different means are be- 
ing taken by modern bee keepers to prevent distant 
swarming and consquent loss of bees. One of these is 
by clipping the wings of the queen bees, and another 
by securing artificial swarming. So many experiments 
are being carried on by different apiartists that the 
best mode is as yet unsettled. Locality, climate and 
various other conditions have to be taken into consid- 
eration,
